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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' AMENDMENT filed On 1 1/03/2006. 

2. Claims 3-4, 7-9, 13-15, 23-27 and 34 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1-2, 5-6, 10-12, 16-22 and 28-33 are pending in this Application. 

4. The rejection under 103 dated 08/22/2006 has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 6, 11, 19, 10, 22, 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because 
their preamble is "a system", which is not well defined in the application specification, 
so, "a system" here may be a software per se, which is non-statutory. 

Claims 12, 16, 20, 32 and 33 have "a software program" in preamble. The 
"software program" comprising a set of instructions executable by a computer system is 
software per se. Also, even this software program stored on a storage media such as 
hard disk magnetic storage and magnetic tape (see spec, page 12, lines 11-13). But this 
storage media just as a CD without a machine or physical computer system that 
executes directly/positively (not executable or cause) those executable instructions. 
Thus is also a non-functional descriptive material, a non-statutory subject matter. 

6. The claims lack the necessary physical articles or objects to constitute a machine 
or a manufacture within the meaning of 35 USC 101. They are clearly not a series of 
steps or act to be a process nor are they a combination of chemical compounds to be a 
composition of matter. As such, they fail to fall within a statutory category. They are, at 
best, functional descriptive material perse. 
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Descriptive material can be characterized as either "functional descriptive 
material" or "nonfunctional descriptive material." Both types of "descriptive material" are 
nonstatutory when claimed as descriptive material perse, 33 F.3d at 1360, 31 USPQ2d 
at 1759. When functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable 
medium, it becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium and will be 
statutory in most cases since use of technology permits the function of the descriptive 
material to be realized. Compare In re Lowry, 32 F.3d 1579, 1583-84, 32 USPQ2d 
1031, 1035 (Fed. Cir. 1994) 

Merely claiming nonfunctional descriptive material, i.e., abstract ideas, stored on 
a computer-readable medium, in a computer, or on an electromagnetic carrier signal, 
does not make it statutory. See Diehr, 450 U.S. at 185-86, 209 USPQ at 8 (noting that 
the claims for an algorithm in Benson were unpatentable as abstract ideas because 
"[t]he sole practical application of the algorithm was in connection with the programming 
of a general purpose computer."). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-2, 17, 5, 18, 21 , 28 and 29 are allowable based on Wang, Belfiore, 
Stebbings and Bailey (prior arts) fail to teach "each category including at least one 
character string corresponding to a number of occurrences of the identified matches 
within the category, the category selected from the group consisting of a meta-tag, a 
hidden text, a text, a title, a hyperlink, and an image text, the report displays the at least 
one character string, wherein the at least one character string comprises a number of 
the identifying matches within the category, and wherein the report displays the at least 
one character string in a column format for at least one of the meta-tag, the hidden text, 
the text, the title, the hyperlink, and the image text."
